Constantinople, July 14.—On to Adri- 
anople the Turkish army has smarted 
to march. 
On imperial decree or­ 
ders were issued to occupy the terri­ 
tory which remained to Turkey after 
the sig ning of the treaty of peace in 
May , and which is not now occupied 
by Ottoman troops, but by Bulg arians. 
According to the Ag ence Ottoman, 
the adv ance, which apparently took 
place both from the Tchataldja lines 
and the Gallipoli peninsula, encoun­ 
tered no resistance. 
All furloug hs hav e been stopped and 
the officers and men who are now ab­ 
sent will rejoin their reg iments at 
once. 
The g ov ernment has ag ain re- 
q uistioned horses and transport facili­ 
ties, and ev ery thing points to Tur­ 
key ’s intention to take an activ e part 
in the war now proceeding between 
Bulg aria and the other Balkan states. 
It is stated in diplomatic circles that 
an arrang ement is about to be con­ 
cluded by Turkey and Roumania for 
joint action, in which case it is thoug ht 
that the Turks will not remain on the 
defensiv e, but will try to occupy the 
territory up to the Erg ener riv er. 
There was a long conference between 
the g rand v izier and the Roumanian 
minister. 
It is believed that Turkey 
has ag reed to lend Roumania five tor­ 
pedo boats In return for Roumania’s 
support 
Izzet Pasha, the Turkish 
commander in chief, has left Constan­ 
tinople for the front Another report 


m circulation is tnat an ag reement De­ 
tween Turkey and Serv ia has been ar­ 
rang ed. 
The Turkish troops entered sev eral 
v illag es in the neig hborhood of Tchat­ 
aldja and Bulair, without any opposi­ 
tion from the Bulg arians. 
It is said 
that the Bulg arian g ov ernment has or­ 
dered the military authorities to ar­ 
rang e with the Ottoman commanders 
for the Bulg arian troops to ev acuate 
the territory belong ing to the porte, 
which, according to the prov isions of 
the treaty of peace, are to be handed 
ov er to the Turks. 
The mission of M. Natchev itch, the 
Bulg arian plenipotentiary to Constan­ 
tinople, has failed, but the proposals 
of M. Pav lov itch on behalf of Serv ia 
hav e succeeded and an ag reement be­ 
tween Turkey and Serv ia soon will be 
sig ned. 
It is said that the Ottoman 
g ov ernment has been assured that a 
larg e portion of Thrace will be restor­ 
ed to Turkey .

Protest also to the en­ 
tire civilized world and say that, to 
my reg ret, I see my self compelled to 
wreak v eng eance in order to inspire 
these monsters with terror and make 
them reflect before committing more 
outrag es of this sort. 
“The Bulg arians hav e surpassed all 
the horrors of barbaric times and hav e 
proved that they no long er hav e a 
rig ht to be reckoned among civilized 
people.”

London S u m m a ry of Situation. 
London, July 14.—The g reater part 
of the reports from the near east is 
dev oted to recriminations on the part 
of the Bulg arians, Greeks and Send 
ans. 
The two latter charg e the Bui 
g ars with the most g hastly atrocities, 
such as the burning and crucify ing of 
the wounded, abuse of the white flair 
and the placing of Max ims in ambu 
lances. It also is alleg ed that the ears 
of women with the earring s still in 
them hav e been found in the pockets 
of Bulg arian prisoners. There are re 
ports from Serv ian sources of disaffec­ 
tion in the Bulg arian army . A revolt 
is reported at Vidin on the Danube, 
where the men murdered their colonel.

MILLIONS LOST 
BY EGGJREAKAGE 


Uncle Sam Seeks Safest Man­ 
ner of Packing. 


SITUATION GROWS ACUTE. 


L o ss to Producers and C on sum e rs So 
La rge T h a t Governm ent Is C on d u ct­ 


ing Extensive Experim ents to M in i­ 
m ize It— R ailro ad s Begin to Regard 


C a rry in g E g g s as Unprofitable. 


To reduce the enormous breakag e of 
eg g s in transit, which y early causes a 
loss of millions of dollars to producers 
and raises the price of eg g s for con 
sumers, the United States department 
of ag riculture, throug h its bureau of 
chemistry , is conducting ex tensiv e ex ­ 
periments to determine the safest man­ 
ner of packing eg g s for long and short 
shipment by rail. 
According to an article in the Year 
Book Reprint No. 552, which deals 
with “The Effect of Present Methods 
of Handling Eg g s on the Industry and 
Product,” the w’aste from the breakag e 
of eg g s in New York city alone in 1909 
was ov er 137 .804.7 G8 eg g s or over 11,- 
500,000 dozen of eg g s out of a total 
consumption in 1909 of 127 ,6S9,G00 doz­ 
en of eg g s. 
In other words, about S 
per cent of all eg g 3 received in New 
York were cracked, and of these a 
larg e number were unfit for food use. 


E g g s Com e Lo n g Distances. 
The eg g supply of larg e cities, and 
particularly New York, has to come 
from a long distance, because, accord­ 
ing to the thirteenth census, the mid­ 
dle Atlantic states in 1909 sold only 
about 110,000,000 dozen eg g s, or not 
enoug h to supply New York alone if 
ev ery eg g had been sent to that point. 
For the eastern coast cities the dis­ 
tant corn districts are practically the 
sole source of supply , because the lit­ 
tle g ray hen does not hav e to scratch 
so hard for a living in the cornfield as 
she does where g rain is scarce. 
In­ 
creasing consumption of eg g s adds to 
the distance from which eg g s must 
come and makes the safe shipment of 
this v aluable food product more and 
more essential. 


P reventing E g g Breakage. 
The bureau of chemistry reg ards the 
inv estig ation of the methods of pre­ 
v enting eg g breakag e as particularly 
important because the many millions 
of dozens of eg g s now broken in ship­ 
ment naturally tend to keep the price 
of this v aluable food hig her than if 
there were no breakag e or the break­ 
ag e were materially reduced. 
The bureau, throug h the food re­ 
search laboratory , is now eng ag ed in 
shipping eg g s handled in different 
way s on long journey s to different 
points in the United States and is 
carefully noting their condition on re­ 
ceipt at their destination. 
Shippers, railroad men and commis­ 
sion men are co-operating heartily 
with the inv estig ators of the g ov ern­ 
ment throug h their joint conference 
committee composed of representativ es 
from the National Butter, Eg g and 
Poultry association, the Traffic Man­ 
ag ers’ Association of Chicag o and the 
United States department of ag ricul­ 
ture. 
Situ atio n G row in g Acute. 
The situation is g rowing v ery acute, 
because the railroads are claiming that 
their damag e losses are such as to 
make the carry ing of eg g s an unprof­ 
itable commercial proposition. 
The 
shippers and consig nees hav e larg e 
sums of money tied up in claims and 
litig ation with the roads. 
If the department of ag riculture suc­ 
ceeds, as it hopes to do, in dev ising 
a successful method of shipping eg g s 
it will contribute importantly to the 
poultry ’ industry , in which the little 
g ray hen produces food worth half a 
billion dollars annually .

Victim of Syndicate’s Machinations. 


Laporte, Ind., Ju ly 14. — Continu ed 
delay of trial of the case of A bner 
Giffin, president of the Apex Gold Min­ 
ing com pany of Seattle, W ash., who is 
u nder arrest here on the charge that 
the stock in the Apex m ine which he 
sold is w orthless, hav e led to the belief 
among some of the people tha t the au ­ 
thorities are sk eptical abou t being able 
to conv ict him. 
A ccording to reports 
tha t hav e come from alm ost ev ery city 
in northern Indiana, sou thern Michi­ 
gan and northw estern Ohio, the state­ 
m ent of $100,000 w orth of Apex stock 
held here and in this 
v icinity is 
thou ght not too big. 
Giffin was born 
and reared at Rolling Prairie, Laporte 
cou nty , and in his y ou nger day s he 
sold sewing m achines in this v icinity . 
This gav e him a wide acq u aintance, 
and so he fau nd it easy to sell big 
block s of m ining stock to his old 
friends. 
The first real first hand inform ation 
from S eattle since the a rrest of Giffin 
cam e to Laporte in the new\s brou ght 
by John Cox of E v erett, W ash., who is 
well acq u ainted with Giffin and has 
often v isited the Apex m ine and has 
been ov er the Seattle-Tacom a railway , 
stock in which Giffin has sold in big 
block s in this v icinity . 
Cox say s Gif­ 
fin has the line and is “the w'hole 
thing,’’ he and his family being the 
officers and directors of the Apex Min­ 
ing company and of the electric line. 
Cox say s Giffin has owned the m ine 
for sev eral y ears and has operated It 
in a sm all way . 
W henev er he ran short of fu nds he 
wrou ld m ak e a trip east and sell some 
stock . 
In this way he has k ept the 
m ine ru nning, and, according to Cox . 
has accu m u lated enou gh to pu rchase 
and stock one of the best and largest 
ranches in W ashington, the property , 
howev er, it is said, being in his w ife’s 
name. As to the m ine itself, Cox say s 
it is located in the side of a m ou ntain 
at an altitu de of 5,000 feet, and is in­ 
accessible ex cept on foot ov er a rock y 
and zig-zag trail. 
He say s that the 
highest pay dirt it ev er y ielded assay ­ 
ed $31 a ton. 
The m ine is nine m iles from a rail­ 
road, to w’hich the ore is tak en in 
bu ck ets ov er pu lley and wire trans­ 
m ission for two m iles and the balance 
of the distance by wTagon, ex cept for a 
short distance in pu sh cars ov er a 
three-foot gau ge strap railroad. 
From 
the nearest shipping point to the sm el­ 
te r in Tacom a is ninety miles, and Mr. 
Cox estim ates that the cost of m ining 
and getting the ore to the m ine is $20 
a ton.

OUT OF HUGE STRIKE 


While House Conference May 


Accomplish Something. 


Newr York , Ju ly 14.—The v ote for a 
strik e of the 100,000 trainm en and con­ 
du ctors on forty -two railroads east of 
the M ississippi and north of the Poto­ 
mac and Ohio riv ers was ratified u nan­ 
imou sly at a m eeting of the general 
com m ittee of condu ctors and train­ 
men on these railroads. 
The com m it­ 
tee, howev er, also agreed, in response 
to the appeal of Seth Low, president 
of the N ational Civ ic Federation, to 
defer action on the q u estion of calling 
the strik e u ntil after the conference 
today in the W hite Hou se, called to 
reconcile, if possible, the conflicting 
prov isions in the N ewlands and Clay ­ 
ton bills, am ending the Erdm an act, so 
tha t a bill satisfy ing both sides m ight 
be passed in tim e to av ert a strik e. 
As soon as the decision of the com­ 
m ittee to d rfer action was learned, 
Mr. Low m ade arrangem ents to go to 
W ashington with Ralph M. Easley , 
chairm an of the ex ecu tiv e cou ncil, and 
M arcu s M. M ark s, chairm an of the lo­ 
cal conciliation com m ittee. 
President 
Lee of the trainm en’s brotherhood, and 
P resident G arretson of the O rder of 
Railroad 
Condu ctors, also 
w ent to 
W ashington 
to 
attend 
the 
W hite 
H ou se conference. 
Bey ond confirming the report that 
the ratification of the strik e v ote was 
u nanim ou s, the heads of the two rail­ 
road brotherhoods were not willing to 
talk mu ch. 
They wou ld not say when 
the strik e order wou ld tak e effect. 
“The m en who are leav ing hav e to 
reach their hom es,’’ said President 
Lee, end they will bo the leaders or 
the strik e in their respectiv e div isions. 
It will tak e some of them forty -eight 
hou rs to get to their local div isions.’’ 
“Will y ou and Mr. G arretson m ak e 
an offer of arbitration u nder the E rd­ 
m an act to the railroads before the 
strik e is called?” 
“W e will not,” he replied. 
“W e are 
throu gh. 
U nless the railroads on be­ 
ing inform ed of the situ ation declare 
them selv es willing to arbitrate u nder 
the Erdm an act and propose arbitra­ 
tion, there will be a strik e.”

Ev en If There Is a Railway Strike Po s­ 
tal Autho rities Will No t Wo rry . 


New York , Ju ly 14.—The postal au ­ 
thorities here do not anticipate trou ble 
in handling the m ails, ev en in case 
there is a general railroad strik e. The 
im pression am ong them is that the 
trainm en will not strik e. 
No preparations hav e been made 
here, said P ostm aster M organ, for the 
ev ent of a general railroad strik e. He 
does not ex pect any difficu lty in hand 
ling the m alls du ring the present situ a­ 
tion. 
H e said tha t he su pposed the 
trainm en wou ld not interfere w ith the 
ru nning of m ail trains any m ore than 
m ilk trains, if there w ere a strik e.

Kansas Hatchery ’s Ex periment Has In­ 
terested Co untries Abro ad. 
K ansas has the largest fish hatchery 
in the world, and it is rapidly becom­ 
ing k now n w herev er fish are propagat­ 
ed by state and gov ernm ent au thority . 
L. L. Dy ehe. state fish and gam e 
w arden, has receiv ed req u ests for in­ 
form ation abou t the K ansas hatchery 
from Japan. Germ any , France, Sweden 
and England. 
The W ashington em ­ 
bassies of these cou ntries hav e been 
instru cted by their gov ernm ents to ob­ 
tain all the inform ation possible abou t 
the K ansas hatchery , and it is lik ely 
tha t some of these cou ntries will send 
ex pert fish men to K ansas to see w hat 
the state is doing. 
The chief proposition in which the 
other cou ntries are interested is the 
plan of Mr. Dy che to distribu te only 
“grow nu p” fish to the stream s and 
ponds of the state. 
The other cou n­ 
tries tak e the y ou ng fish as soon as 
they are large enou gh to ship and pu t 
them In the stream s and lak es. 
K an­ 
sas holds the fish tw o y ears in its 
hatchery and pu ts the larger ones into 
the stream s.

FROM ILLS IT SUFFERS 


Wo rld Scientists Co ming to Prescribe 
Fo r Disease Menaced Cro p. 


Plant scientists of the world will as­ 
semble in this cou ntry thi§ su mmer 
■and v isit the potato fields of Maine, 
New York, Michigan, Wisconsin, Min­ 
nesota, Nebraska, Colorado. Wy oming, 
Utah, Idaho, Washington, Oregon and 
California to discov er a cu re for the 
ills from which this great American 
crop is su ffering. 
The party will make a start from 
Bangor on Au g. 1 and will finish the 
work In San Francisco abou t Oct. 1 
The entire time of the party will be 
taken u p with stu dy of the diseases 
which hav e recently attacked the po­ 
tato plant. 
After the retu rn east a 
report will be made to the United 
States gov ernment and to each of the 
states v isited concerning the resu lt of 
the su rv ey . 
Among those who will take part in 
this u niqu e inv estigation will be Dr. 


j O. Oppel of the Imperial Institu te of 
' Agricu ltu re and Forestry , Berlin, and 
; Dr. II. W. Wollenwober, also of Ger­ 
many , who are au thorities on plant 
I diseases. 
Sev eral scientists are com- 
| ing from Paris and London, while 
a large nu mber of American repre­ 
sentativ es of the economic and cu l­ 
tu ral side of the potato indu stry will 
participate, besides leading professors 
in plant pathology and specialists of 
the federal bu reau of plant indu stry . 
One car of the special train on which 
the party will trav el will be fitted as 
a laboratory with microscopes and oth­ 
er necessary instru ments and facilities 
for chemical analy sis. A corps of pho­ 
tographers will accompany the party . 
According to E. II. Gru bb, a widely 
known potato grower of Colorado, the 
crop situ ation is v ery seriou s. 
Un­ 
known diseases hav e attacked the 
plant in almost ev ery part of the cou n­ 
try , the germs hav ing been imported, 
it is thou ght, with some foreign tu l>ers. 
In Utah, which is one of the great 
potato growing states, the loss by dis­ 
ease has been so heav y that the state 
crop has not been large enou gh to su p­ 
ply home needs. 
The dreaded “leaf 
roll,” which has cau sed heav y damage 
In Colorado and Nebraska, has now 
made Its appearance in Maine and 
New York. 
Sev eral diseases, new to 
science, hav e made simu ltaneou s at­ 
tack u pon potato plants in Eu rope and 
America, and it is hoped that the 
coming gathering of ex perts will he 
able to dev ise remedies for these ills. 
The entire ex cu se of this su rv ey , in­ 
clu ding the special train of eight cars 
for the transcontinental tou r, is be­ 
ing paid by a grou p of the railroads 
that operate In the potato states.

be tau ght matters of this kind.

Uncle Sam closed the fiscal y ear 1913 
with a su rplu s of $4 0,083,229, repre­ 
senting the ex cess of receipts ov er ex ­ 
penditu res ex clu siv e of Panama canal 
and pu blic debt transactions. This ex ­ 
ceeds last y ear’s su rplu s by $3,7 50,000. 
The Pau aina canal ex penditu res and 
pu blic 
debt 
transactions, 
howev er, 
wiped ou t the su rplu s of ordinary re­ 
ceipts ov er ordinary ex penditu res and 
created a deficit for the y ear of $2,4 4 9,-

In the dev elopment of the dairy to 
prov ide milk for the tu bercu losis sani­ 
tariu m and the other institu tions abou t 
100 cows hav e been bou ght. The plan 
Is to su pply the grou ps on the farms 
and also the mu nicipal institu tions in 
the city with pu re milk, produ ced from 
the best cows liv ing u nder the best 
conditions. 
The farms are all of rolling clay land, 
with springs and ru nning streams, 
making an ideal place for pastu rage. 
The resu lts will be pu re milk for the 
mu nicipal 
institu tions, 
thorou ghbred 
stock for sale, the enrichment of the 
great farms and an ex ample of a well 
kept dairy for the cou ntry rou nd abou t.
